Anderson,' Madison, later America.! 
minister to Denmark, -was -making 
one of his numerous trips to "Nor- 
way, when he met Thomas A. Eli- 
son. 
The world-famous -- inventor, 


who is now working for Uncle Sain- 
in solving some of the intricate war 
inventions, was only: then coming in- 
to public notice. With more tha j 
passing interest, Anderson has bein 
watching Edison's career in the two 
score years that have intervened and 
only recently told how through this 
meeting he succeeded later in 
in- 


ducing Edison to have some of the 
best Norwegian songs and music put 
into phonograph records.- 


"On the steamer .Celtic, from New' 


York to Liverpool," said Mr. An- 
derson1 in commenting on his meet- 
ing Edison in 1873, ."there was "a 
young passenger, then unknown 
to 


fame, but whose name is now a 


household word throughout the ci/i- 
lized world. This young man was 2S 
years old, that is he was a 
ye^ir 


younger than I. 
His name was 


Thomas A. Edison. He had former- 
ly been a newsboy on a railroad 
train in Michigan, but had at t:i» 
same time learned to hold down a 
telegraphic instrument. 
He lacer 


became a telegraph operator in Bos- 
ton and had made various improve- 
ments in telegraphy. 'His last dis- 
covery, in 1873, was a method by 
which he could transmit four mes- 
sage's over the same wire at the 
same time. It was called quadruplex 
-telegraphy. His invert ion had be»n 
patented, 
both in America an! 


Europe, and he was now on his way 
to England to make personal dem- 
.onstrations. 


"Edison had not then pail much 


attention to the- amenities of life. "It 
was noticed that he was-very fonJ 
of his fine cut and he was so full of 
inventions that he wanted to t»!k 
about them continuously. The eai- 
erness with which he wanted to tell 
everybody all that, he knew aboul 
electricity and its 
possible 
uses 


made many of the passengers ac- 
tually shun him. There was, how- 
ever, one passenger who never weav- 
ied of listening to Edison and that 
was Ole Bull. I think one of the 
reasons why Ole Bull became so .in- 
terested was that he did not reaHy 
comprehend what Edison was talk- 
ing about.

A decision of far reaching effect 


to municipalities and fire insurance 
interests in Wisconsin was rendered 
Wednesday after noon, when the su- 
preme court .held that a person who 
interferes with the efficiency of 
a 


water system may be held liable in 
case of damages. The action was 
wrought by the Concordia Fire In- 
surance company against the Sim- 
mons company of Kenosha. 


This~lire insurance company in- 


sured a number of buildings .in Ke- 
nosha. 
On Oct.- 3.1,-- 11116; the build- 


1 ings and some adjoining ones, were 
'destroyed by fire. The 
insurance 


company paid the losses due and the 
owners transferred to the insurance 
company any rights of action they 
mignt have. At the time of the fire 
Kenosha had a municipal water sys- 
tem but claims 'that in the erection 
of /buildings the Simmons company 
had pierced some of the pjpes ren- 
tarinK the -water system practically 
useless. It was contended that this 
left the, pipes inadequate to cope with 
the fire. 
To this complaint the Sim- 


aions company demurred and the de- 
murrer was sustained by the lower 
court and 'the insurance company ap- 
pealed. 


i 
"The theory contended by the^ de- 


fendant," says the 
opinion, • • and 


adopted by the trial court that there 
is no liability shown from the facts 
stated in the complaint wasa.based 
upon the rule that under, the law of 
this state there is no liability either 
as against the municipality, which 
has assumed' the function of protec- 
tion against fires by the installing 
of n water works. system and a fire 
department, or as against any cor- 
poration that may be under contract 
with such municipality to furnish 
-,uch water supply, for any fire loss- 
es due to an entire laek or insuflici- 
! ent supply of water. 
The same rule 


is maintained in many other jurisdic- 
tions.

. 


. "This rule, however, which is not 


flow intended to in any way qualify 
or limit, does not 
determine . the 


question that is here involved. 


"But while such service la bcmjt 


actually rendered by a -municipality 
as while a fire is going on and an 
immediate benefit is being received 
by a householder there can be no 
question but that, as to -all third per- 
sons, there is then 
a 
substantial 


right and interest in the householder 
to such secvice -which carries with it 
the further 
right to be protected 


against its invasion by third per- 
sons. At the moment such a n.fht 
comes into existence there springs 
up at the same time a corresponding 
duty on the part of third persons 
not to unlawfully interfere there- 
with. For a breach of such duty 
by third persons there is a corr.;s- 
ponding liability. This is recogniz- 
ed in many cases. 


"We see no good reason why tnig 


rule should not be carried one step 
further and as applied to the facts 
stated in this complaint require us to 
hold as we- now do that so long as 
the householder or inhabitant ol tne 
citv is in the position to receive, and 
the municipality is ready and willing 
to continue such service, the person 
who interferes with such relationship 
between the municipality and its m- 


1 habitant and thereby causes injury
